His 
condition is reported as serious. 


Deputy M yers was appointed 
chief deputy of the county by 
Sheriff W. L. “ Cowboy” R am ­ 
sey im m ediately after the fatal 
shooting of Deputy Sheriff Cle- 
tus Phillips in Sept., I960, by 
Donald W. G ray. 


Mr. Myers had had 15 years 
experience as a law officer. He 
was chief of police at Portage­ 
ville and then joined the New 
M adrid police force before being 
appointed a deputy sheriff. He 
was shot in the back Friday 
about 3:30 p.m. by a 29-year-old 
Negro.

Washington,— Apprehension is 
Increasing on Capitol Hill over 
tee possibility of mounting gov­ 
ernment interference in business 
management.

put into effect recently by some 
manufacturers. 
These legislators became even 
more apprehensive when Presi­ 
dent Kennedy, during his Oct. 9 
news conference, said that “we 
are watching the (price increas­ 
es) with concern and will con­ 
tinue in the days ahead to do

A major fear by these mem­ 
bers of Congress is that any in­ 


crease in the pf A aw l control 
of industry is certain to retard 
business efforts to create new 
jobs and to accelerate expan­ 
sion of the economy. 
The 
Consumer 
Council—the 
members of which were selected 
by Walrer Heller, chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers—said that its 
price study is to 
determine 
whether such increases appear 
to be justified from the con­ 
sumer point of view’.”

whether the economic Welfare 
of the specific companies in­ 
volved might necessitate the 
price increases—and that they 
might represent tee difference 
between survival and bankrupts 
cy.

The problem of how to spur 
economic growth has become to­ 
day’s major domestic issue. The 
American economy is far from 
dormant, but expansion general­ 
ly has been running well below 
both the desired and expected 
levels.

The above expresses the philosophy of the people 
who began America. It is our responsibility to live up 
to the heritage left to us by our forefathers. 
America’s growth was grounded in the ideal of per­ 
sonal enterprise. Under this system, man has an op­ 
portunity to develop himself as an individual with the 
great incentive being provided by self-confidence, 
which mounts as he realizes that others are depending 
on him to make productive use of his resources. He 
believes in competition and understands the value of 
increasing the quality, the quantity and the variety 
of goods and services from which others may freely 
choose.

one he is in. It means decency, for he is free to defend 
hirrreT and is considered innocent until proved guilty.

It means courage, dignity, 
and education. 
But of all these great human values made possible 
under personal enterprise, none is of greater import­ 
ance than the dignity and self-respect of the individ­ 
ual. For it was this value on which America was 
founded. 
“We hold these truths to be self-evident that all 
men are created equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable rights, that among 
these are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 
As the Founding Fathers drafted the Declaration of 
Independence, they had in mind the dignity and worth 
of the individual as a free moral agent. 
Since that time, individual rights, under God. have 
been preserved and used for individual growth. Only 
by the individual’s exercising his freedom can he pro­ 
vide growth for the human spirit and develop his full 
potential. 
When we are free, we have a human desire to im­ 
prove our lot, to succeed and benefit by profit. If we 
fail, we are free to try again. Through such an ex­ 
pression of liberty, the profit and loss system was 
created. It is the only system where fair plav counts 
and where justice is understood, honored and sought. 
It is the only system which guarantees life and liberty 
and which gives the individual citizen hope for the 
pursuit of happiness. 
A1 though personal enterprise is the most important 
characteristic of capitalism, and profit is the import­ 
ant characteristic of the enterpriser, the consumers 
are the real “backbone” of the system. By their free 
buying or failure to buy. they determine'what is to 
be produced. They determine the quality and quantity 
of good sendees. They determine the success or failure 
of business. 
The manufacturer must provide for the consumer 
goods that are in immediate demand. Thus, the sys­ 
tem of personal enterprise makes the consumer the 
sovereign. 
Consumers must be encourage to continue the pur­ 
chase of goods, for only through their consumption 
will production, employment and purchasing power 
continue. The sparkplug of America has been the 
hope of profit and with the sparkplug removed, the 
great machine that is America will cease to run. The 
president of a large corporation in this country has 
said: 
“The fact that our economy is built on a bigger base 
than ever before is reason for a new confidence in the 
future . . . We have the talents, the resources, the 
knowledge, and the techniques to make of this coun­ 
try what wc determine to make of it. The size of the 
investment in America’s future will depend upon how 
high we, the people of America, decide to set our 
sights.” 
Of course, what he is saying is that much depends 
on how we, as a people, meet new threats and new 
opportunities and how far we are willing to go in meet­ 
ing the challenges of our economic society. 
The founders of this nation would probably have 
never founded this republic had they been as security- 
minded as today’s citizens. But they were not seeking 
political security. Life held greater meaning for them. 
To them, it meant the chance to live and grow un­ 
hindered by aggressiveness and restraint at the hands 
of a governing despot. They would have been indig­ 
nant at the suggestion of a compromise by sacrificing 
their freedom, their self-reliance, and their personal 
responsibility for politically promised security. 
Many people today fail to recognize that the risks 
of insecurity developed this nation to the extent of its 
present material security. This was brought about be­ 
cause our forefathers put courage above fear and 
progress above security. They sought security of op­ 
portunity.

Defoliation 


Special News Relea-e 


Our cotton production speci- 
ialist has this to say about cot­ 
ton defoliation now. 
There have been questions as 
to whether it is economically 
feasible to defoliate at this late 
date. Leaf drop has not been 
very satisfactory where defol­ 
iants were applied to green cot­ 
ton during the past week or two. 
However, there are some other 
factors to consider. Such as the 
possibility of getting a heavy 
frost on bolls 
that contain 
a 
large amount of moisture. If 
this happens, these 
bolls 
are 
lost. If we apply a defoliant and 
can get about ten days of dedi­ 
cation these bolls may be saved. 
It is true that we may cause 
leaves to “ freeze” on the plant 
with a possible loss in grade. 
However, this would be better 
than losing grown bolls. Ten to 
fifteen pounds of lint will pay 
for cost of application. We will 
not have to save many bolls to 
make several times this much 
cotton.
